We 
hope not. Land Speed Record Week at 
the Bonneville Salt flats was a bust. The 
Don Vesco/Yamaha effort and the 
Murray-Manning/Triumph effort packed 
up and went home, Vesco, after setting 
a new 250 record (189 MPH) and a 350 
record (204 MPH), gave up on the 
weather. Boris Murray and Dennis 
Manning had kept sawing third gear out 
of their “bike”. Both plan to return to 
the salt in October. Vesco will use a pair 
of 650’s for the attempt. At last report, 
Bill Wirges was still there with his 
Kawasaki, spending money like it was 
going out of style (he might be right), 
and seizing engines. His best run was 
245 so far.

The Department of Transportation 
would like people to use mass transit 
instead of personal transportation 
(including motorcycles) in the next 
century.

We feel it is the only way 
for this country to go.”

enduro. Yes, it doesn’t have the old style forks and big front brake, nor the funky turn signals and 
other unloved goodies of the present models, but there is something else. Look hard in front of the 
footpeg. . . .there’s no shift lever! The engine is a three speed automatic using a centrifugal clutch. 
Originally developed under contract for the Swedish army, the automatic is presently undergoing 
testing as both a 250 and 360 enduro. No plans have been made for production yet, but our spies 
report that it works really well. A four speed will also probably be built for testing. Because it uses 
a centrifugal clutch there is no horsepower loss over a conventional clutch, so it could possibly find 
its way into motocross. The transmission is a little beyond our comprehension, but we understand 
that it shifts itself according to road speed and load. There is a handlebar mounted lever for 


engaging neutral.

While no fault insurance plans are bad 
for motorcycles, they may be very good 
for bicycles. Latest Department of 
Transportation interpretations indicate 
that federal no fault insurance plans 
would, although not expressly 
intentional on the part of the authors, 
provide bicyclists with all the benefits 
of insurance at abolutely no cost. This 
before unforeseen development may 
hurt motorcyclists by building support 
among bicycle riders for no fault 
insurance plans. No fault experts predict 
a 400 to 1000% premium increase for 
motorcyclists if no fault insurance is 
adopted on a national basis. 


In addition to Willi Bauer, Kawasaki is 
also said to be trying to lure Heikki 
Mikkola, Bengt Aberg, and Christer 
Hammagren over to them to ride their 
500 class MXer next season in Europe. 


Marty Tripes says that the Honda 400 
motocrosser is right fine. It has a new 
front end, repositioned footpegs, and a 
new swinging arm. They claim 42.5 
horsepower to the rear wheel.

price increases, and air pollution 
become more acute. A decrease in 
popularity of large bore motorcycles 
and an under-350cc motorcycle boom 
will also occur, Buchanan predicted, but 
“not in your lifetime”. 


Bob Vineyard of Scramblers 
Motorcycles, a Yamaha dealership, 
organized much of the resistance to the 
Burbank City plan to require helmet 
usage within city limits. 


‘Long ‘bout October you'll get a chance 
to see one of the best collections of 
printing errors ever assembled by one 
motorcycle publication. “Dirt Rider” 
sent the pictures for their spec sheets on 
three Honda tests to their printer late 
and staffers were not a little surprised 
when they saw the final proofs. The 
Pictures of the Honda two and four 
stroke 250 Enduros got switched, but 
the best disaster was in the 125 
motocrosser test where the printer got 





very confused and inserted a picture of 
Gary Nixon and Cliff Carr road racing at 
Laguna Seca on the spec page. Hoo 
haw! 


JERZY SZCZAKIEL. That’s the name 
of the new World Speedway Champion. 
He nailed down the title in a run-off 
with Ivan Mauger, who crashed when he 
ran into Szczakiel while trying to pass 
him. Mauger was second, and Zenon 
Plech was third. Szczakiel is the first 
Pole to ever win the speedway title. 


THE NEW BMW 900 probably won't be 
available over here until the first of the 
year. The biggest Bavarian twin will 
Probably come out at about the same 


- time that the smaller 750 and 600's 


appear in their restyled versions. The 
900cc R-90 Sport version, which 
features goodies like dual discs up front, 
single disc rear, Dellorto squirter 
carburetors, etc. and retails for about 
$3400, will be available only in limited 
quantities. 


It seems unlikely, but there is a 
persistent rumor that the new big 
Honda will be a 950 flat four with shaft 
drive. Another rumor has been 
maintaining that the CB-750 will be 
changed to shaft drive. 


Malcolm S. Forbes, publisher of

he was told he could not ride his 
motorcycle on the New Jersey Garden 
State Parkway two years ago. He 
resented it even more when the 
Supreme Court upheld a New Jersey 
court ruling that the State Division of 
Highways could legally do that. Now 
Malcolm is taking an appeal of those 
decisions to the Supreme Court with his 
lawyers. It’s nice when a millionaire 
biker gets into the fight. 


ONE PERCENTER POLITICS? When 
Jim Manning of M.O.R.E. went to a 
meeting of The Humpers MC, an outlaw 
club, every member signed up, at $10a 
head, as a member of M.O.R.E. In 
contrast, when he went to the 
Prospectors, who benefit more directly 
from M.O.R.E.’s fight to keep the desert 
open, no one joined. To top it all, the 
Modified Motorcycle Association 
(MMA) has fourteen outlaw clubs as 
members, and supports a full time 
lobbyist and legal staff in Sacramento. 


The Hell’s Angels Los Angeles chapter is 
Promoting an anti hard drug program 
for kids. “We don’t care if a guy 25 
years old sticks a needle in his arm, 
that's his business. What we're trying to 
do is reach kids 12, 13, 14," said Bob 
Lawrence, Angels L.A. President. The 
program included bumper stickers, raps, 
and friendly preachin'.

The world's toughest motorcycle r à E. 


competition comes to America 


By Tod Rafferty 


Since its inception 60 years ago, 
the International Six Days Trial 
has developed as the international 
showdown of competitive 


motorcycling. The intensely 
nationalistic flavor of the event was 
altered in ©1970, when the FIM 
abolished the rule that Trophy Teams 
had to ride machines made in their own 
country. This accounts for the 
conspicuous absence of an American 
Trophy Team until recent years. 

The Silver Vase trophy, originated in 
1924, was introduced specifically for 
countries that did not produce their 
own bikes. Both of the original trophies 
disappeared in Germany during World 
War II, and were later replaced with the 
silver antique cups now in use. 

Czechoslovakia, who has won the top 
award for the past three years, entered 
their first Trophy Team in 1932. A 
sidecar entry was required then, and the 
Jawa mounted Czechs did well until the 
fifth day when the hack lost a wheel. 
Still, they managed to finish third 
behind the then invincible British and 
the hosting Italians. 

Since 1947 Czechoslovakia has won 
the International Trophy ten times and 
the Silver Vase thirteen times. West 
Germany has captured four victories in 
the same period, Great Britain has won 
five times and six Trophies have gone to 
the East Germans. 

The last British victory came in 
1953. The event was held in 
Czechoslovakia, and the host country 
was struck with bad luck when one of 
the Trophy Team machines failed to 
start within the prescribed time ori the 
second day. It was the only penalty 
point they received, Of the 50 Czech 
entries this year, 25 won Gold Medals, 
including one woman rider, Lida 
Rutkova-Abrahamova. 

West Germany and. Czechoslovakia 
swapped: the title back and forth for 
most of the next nine years, interrupted 
only in 1960 when Austria won the top 
award on her home ground. The reign of 
East Germany began in 1963 when the 
bulletproof MZ’s carried their Trophy 
Team to the first of five consecutive 
victories. So except for the Austrian 
win, Czechoslovakia. and the two 
Germanies have dominated the ISDT for 
the past fifteen years. 

In 1970, when the contest was 
opened to all FIM member countries, 
the International Trophy became the 
World Trophy and the ISDT was held in 
Spain for the first time in its history. 
This was also the first year that special 
acceleration and motocross tests were 
included in the route each day. The 
Czechs, more than a little moody at 
being whipped by the Germans for 
seven years, went to El Escorial 
determined to put their country back 
on top. 

It came down to a two-way battle 
between the Czechs and the West 
Germans, and on the sixth day Czech 
Trophy Team rider Jaroslav Briza was 
struck with carburetor trouble only a 
few miles from the finish line. He made 
the repairs quickly, but the. machine 
then refused to fire up. Valuable 
minutes were lost as he struggled to 
bring the 360 Jawa to life. Finally it 
started and Briza set out to make up the 
time he’d lost, covering the last few 
miles riding flat out at the very edge of 
control. He reached the last check with 
only 20 seconds remaining on this three 
minute grace period. 

The Czechs went on to defeat the 
Germans in the final road race and win 
the World Trophy. They repeated the 
feat in 1971 at the Isle of Man and in 
1972 in their own country, winning the 
Silver Vase all three years as well. 

The American Trophy Team 
(Penton) finished fourth in 1971, and 
was holding the same position in the 








much more difficult 1972 Trial when a 
disastrous final day dropped them to 
sixth, They were awarded the Watling 
Trophy, the prize given the team 
showing the most improvement in ISDT 
competition. 

This Year 

As this issue went to press, the 48th 
ISDT got underway in Dalton, 
Massachussetts, held for the first time in 
America. Again it shapes up as a close 
struggle between the Czechs and 
Germans on their all but hand made 
Jawas, MZ’s and Zundapps. The 
American Trophy Team’s 
Penton/KTM's are virtually stock 
machines by comparison, The average 
age on the top European teams is about 
35, compared to 22 for the U.S. riders. 

The ‘traditional home ground 
advantage is tempered by the fact that 
the Massachussetts terrain is in many 
respects quite similar to that found in 
Germany and .Czechoslovakia. On the 
other hand, despite their youth and 
relative inexperience, the American 
team riders have all been in ISDT 
competition. They can all ride very fast 
under even the worst conditions, and 
they can all change a tire in under five 
minutes. They do not rattle under 
pressure. They have the will, the 
discipline and the ability to win the 
World Trophy. 

The Six Days’ drama is now 
unfolding in New England. We welcome 
all the riders and crews from around the 
world, and wish them all the best of

Jack Penton 
350cc Penton-KTM 


19 year old Jack Penton is the 1973 National Trials Champion and has held that 
position for the past two years. He won that title this year by winning the overall spot 
in three of the six ISDT Qualifying Trials, Busted Piston, Bad Rock, Shamrocks Trials, 
and second overall at Fort Hood. 

Jack started his ISDT career at the age of 16, becoming the youngest rider to ever 
compete in the Six Days. He started off as a member of the Vase Team and won a 
bronze medal. In 1971 he was a member of the U.S. Trophy Team and won a gold 
medal with his team placing fourth on the Isle of Man. In 1972 he was again a member 
of the U.S. Trophy Team, competing in Czechoslovakia and winning a silver medal. 

Undoubtedly one of the best trials riders in the United States, Jack has a good 
chance of winning the National Enduro Championship this year. He has won two 
National enduros this year and is currently second in the National enduro listing. 

Jack possesses the skill and talent of a young and strong competitor and has 
inherited his father’s determination and desire to win. He has to be the strongest 
American bid against the Europeans in their trials game. 


Jeff Penton 


175cc Penton-KTM ~~: 


21 Year old Jeff Penton, originally from Amherst, Ohio, now resides in Amarillo, 
Texas, where he is the Service Manager for his father’s Penton Central Distribution 
Center. 

Jeff is the No. 2 trials rider in the U.S. after winning the Trask Mtn. Trials and five 
gold medals in the 1973 National Trials series. 

ISDT competition is not new to him. In the 1970 ISDT Jeff was a member of the 
Vase Team in Spain and won a gold medal. In 1972 he was a member of the U.S. 
Trophy team, winning a gold medal, with his team placing sixth in world competition. 

The 1973 ISDT marks the third time for Jeff to compete in this international 
olympic event and he has proven beyond any doubt his worthiness as a member of the 
U.S. Trophy Team. In addition he has been twice the winner of the Berkshire Trials in 
Massachusetts, where this year’s Six Days is being held. 


Tom Penton 


125cc Penton-KTM 


Tom Penton 23, is twice a gold medal winner in the ISDT, winning his first gold as a 
member of the Vase Team in 1970 and the other in 1971 as.a member of the U.S. 
Trophy Team. In 1968 he was a member of the Vase Team in his. very first ISDT 
event, winning a silver medal in the tough trials and becoming top American finisher 
that year. 

This spring Tom was discharged from the Air Force after four years of active duty. 
In the first ISDT qualifier at Fort Hood, he sustained a broken collarbone but was 
patched up in time to win three gold medals in the trials series. 

Tom offers the U.S. Trophy Team experience, smooth consistency, the desire to win 
and the ability to do so. 
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On the shoulders of these six riders rest the hopes 
for America’s first World Trophy in the ISDT. 


Dane Leimbach 
100cc Penton-KTM 


22 year old Dane Leimbach has had a tough time proving himself. A smooth, 
consistent rider and most always a gold medal finisher in all of the trial, Dane still 
ended up as the alternate for the Trophy Team two years in a row. As luck.would have 
it for Dane, Jeff Penton broke his foot just days before the 1971 ISDT and Tom 
Penton at the very last moment found out he could not get leave from the Air Force 
for the 1972 ISDT, leaving Dane to ride both events on the U.S. Trophy Team, where 
he won gold medal each time. That makes Dane twice a Trophy Team rider and twice 
a gold medal winner and the only rider who can claim such. 

Dane has earned his spot on the Trophy Team, not only from his past ISDT 
experience, but from the 1973 ISDT qualifiers, where he won three gold medals and 
was third overall at the Fort Hood Trials. 

Dane is an employe of Penton Research and Development, where he is in charge of 
the Motoplat Division. 


Bill Uhl 


100cc Penton-K TM 


Bil Uhl is a Six Day veteran at the age of 23, having participated in ISDT 
competition four times. He won a gold medal in his first ISDT event, riding as an 
independent in Germany. He was a member of the Vase Team in 1970 and 1971, 
winning a bronze medal in Spain, but was unable to finish the trials at the Isle of Man 
in 1971. In 1972 he was a member of the U.S. Trophy Team and won a gold medal. 


Uhl is rated as the No. 3 trials rider in the country after having won five gold and 
one silver medal in the six qualifying trials and most always winning his class. 

Bill is fast, steady and consistent when he rides and has definitely earned his place on 
the U.S. Trophy Team.

Carl Cranke made himself known on the trials scene last year when he showed up at 
the Trask Mtn. Trials to ride the two day qualifier. In his very first trials, Carl won a 
gold medal and second overall, beating out many of the best trials riders in the 
country. Carl then went on to win one of the nine gold medals awarded at the Central 
Ohio Trials and was a member of the winning Trade Team. He was then selected to 
ride on the U.S. Trophy Team in Czechoslovakia and won a gold medal in his first 
international competition event. 

In the 1973 qualifying series he set fastest test times in the Fort Hood Trials and 
won a silver medal. He then won a gold medal at Trask Mtn. and at the Bad Rock 
Trials.

THE WORLD TEAM CHAMPIONSHIP TROPHY OF THE FIM 
Awarded for the best performance by a National team of six riders nominated by 
Federations affiliated to the FIM, the six machines in a team must include at least two 
different capacity classes. The motorcycles may be of any country or manufacture. 


































THE INTERNATIONAL SILVER VASE 

Awarded for the best performance by a National team of four riders nominated by 
Federations affiliated to the FIM, the four machines in a team must be of the same 
capacity class, Federations may nominate not more than two teams, 


THE WATLING TROPHY 

Awarded at the discretion of the International Jury to the National team, other than 
the winners of the World Team Championship Trophy or International Silver Vase, to 
the team with the most meritorious performance. 










THE CLUB TEAM DIPLOMA 
The FIM diploma will be awarded to bona fide Club teams whose three riders win 
gold medals. Teams shall consist of at least two different makes of machine. 
A rider may not be a member of more than one Club team nor are riders nominated 
for *"Trophy", **Vase" or Manufacturer's team eligible. 































THEMANUFACTURER'S TEAM AWARD 

A gold medal of the FIM awarded to each rider in a team of three entered by a 
manufacturer (or agent with the manufacturer's consent) who loses no penalty marks 
during the Trial. Machines must be of the same make, bearing the same name. 






Individual Awards 
GOLD MEDAL OF THE FIM 

Awarded to all riders completing the trial with O penalty marks and a number of 

evaluation points not exceeding 30% of the number achieved by the riders making the 

best performance of the same capacity class. 






SILVER MEDAL OF THE FIM 

Awarded to all riders completing the trial with a loss of marks not exceeding 25 and 
a number of evaluation points not exceeding 50 per cent of the number achieved by 
the rider making the best performance of the same capacity class. 






BRONZE MEDAL OF THE FIM 


Awarded to all other riders completing the trial within the prescribed time.

his win on a 250 Penton at the third 
annual Hungry Creek 100 where the 
results list looked like the sign up sheet 
for Americans in the upcoming ISDT. 
The entire U.S. Trophy Team with Jack, 
Jeff and Tom Penton, Bill Uhl, Dane 
Leimbach, Doug Wilford and Carl were 
on hand at Hungry Creek and they used 
the exciting cross country race which 
included the main street of downtown 
Red Boiling Springs in the course as a 
prelude to the International Six Days 
Trial. 

Carl Cranke was one of the few 
members of the Trophy Team who 
didn’t have to contend with annoying 
problems such as those that plagued Jeff 
and Jack Penton, and instead he was 
able to concentrate solely on going fast. 


Actual length of the course was about 
20 miles so most of the fast riders were 
able to make the four lap run with only 
one pit stop in the middle. Pit stops 
were exciting as riders would 
come wheelieing down the main street in 
the center of town to impress the 
spectators, overshoot their waving and 
panicked pit crews, lock up both wheels 
in an effort to stop and go sliding 
sideways down the street as their 
knobby tires scrubbed themselves down 
to the cord. 


At the end of the first lap Tom 
Penton was in the lead with his 125 but 
Jack had his 250 mot far behind and 
passed the Penton on the Penton with 
his Penton during the second lap. It was 
beginning to look like Jack was going to 
win Hungry Creek for the second year 
in a row but gremlins got to his chain 
guard, loosening it, and somehow it 
jammed up in his primary sprocket 
cover. Jack usually carries tools with 
him in a waist pouch but a bad scrape 
on his back had persuaded him to race 
without it. He tried desperately to break 
loose the chain guard which had wedged 
itself in tight and wouldn't allow the 
sprocket to turn, but he couldn't. A 
farmer who was standing nearby ran and 
got Jack some tools from his barn, and 
eight minutes later Jack was on his way 
again after breaking off the primary 
cover and wedging out the pieces of the 
guard. 


Meanwhile Carl Cranke was cranking 
on his 250 and took the win at the end 
of four laps with an elapsed time of 
2:23.34 which averaged out to about 34 
miles an hour. Jack was next on elapsed 
time with a 2:28.46 which still gave him 
the 250 class win when Carl was 
bumped up to the overall win category. 
Bill Uhl netted third overall in elapsed 
time with a 2:29.44 and the 125 class 
win, with Tom Penton second. Penton 
bikes were making an almost clean 
sweep of the Hungry Creek results with 
Alton Meadows winning the 200 class 
on a 175 with a time of 2:34, but in the 
Open class Barney Williams took the 
win on his Kawasaki over a large 
Husqvarna contingency with a 2:35.40. 


If Hungry Creek is any indication of 
the Trophy Team's expected 
performance at the ISDT, America 
stands a damn good chance of taking 
the overall win. And Hungry Creck 
itself? It's got to be the most fun filled 
and exciting weekend of dirt bike racing 
anywhere, thanks to Dutch Hutchings 
and the people of Red Boiling Springs.

The race for the CMC 1973 Points 
Championship was reduced to six 
contestants today at Saddleback 
Park despite the fact the leader 
Randy Myers blew a piston. 

Just by entering and running one lap 
to be scored, he chewed away at his 
rivals’ hopes. A thirteenth in moto one 
was worsened by an engine failure in the 
final and it coasted him down to 18th 
on the results sheet. But, it was still 
enough to eliminate Tim Lunde, Mark 
Anderson and Mike Yorba. Only one 
rider, Nelson Whitehill, has any real 
chance at overtaking the Lakewood 
youth. 

On the overall win list scene, 
however, Bruce McDougal (Pen) went 
home with No. 35 on his card for this 
season. It came with a two-round win in 
the 125 Experts. That tied him with 
Billy Urban's total of 35 in 1971, third 
on the all-time list. Last season Chuck 
Bower won 36, so that is next on his list 
of goals. Also last year, Tim Hart won 
his 52, the record. It should be very 
close. 

Daytime powerhouse Marty Smith 
(Mnk) had to take pride in hand and 
settle for second place to Bruce. Marty 
has won nine 125 day events this year 
and hasn't finished lower than fourth in 
the past 16 events. Third went to Chuck 
Lunde (Hon) after a rough battle with 
Bruce Baron (Yam) in the final moto.

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The Hurt Principle explains why 


You don't know how to ride a motorcycle

s Quick quiz, answer True or False: 
When making a sudden right turn from a 
straight path to avoid a car coming at 
you from the left, you must first steer 
the front wheel toward the right. 

The correct answer is False. You 
would probably run into the car if you 
turned the handlebars to the right, 
because this action would cause your 
motorcycle to suddenly veer left! 

This apparent contradiction, that in 
order to turn a motorcycle (or any 
single-track vehicle) in a desired 
direction, one must first turn its front 
wheel in the opposite direction will 
come as news to many experienced 
motorcycle riders. You have been doing 
it unconsciously all this time without 
realizing what you were doing. 

If you answered the quiz question 
correctly, chances are that you have had 
some drill team experience, or else 
learned it from an ex-stunt rider. Drill 
teams have always instructed their riders 
to execute a sudden right turn maneuver 
by a determined push on the right 
handlebar. To suddenly veer left, you 
must push on the left handlebar. Got it? 
Try doing it consciously next time you 
go for a ride, It is a safe-riding trick to 
practice until it becomes a reflex, in 
case you have to swerve from a straight 
path suddenly to avoid a dangerous 
obstacle, 

The principles that explain this 
apparent contradiction were known to 
the Wright Brothers, who cited them in 
a lawsuit over their airplane patent 
rights to illustrate the difference 
between genius inventors and other 
people. The average person can ride a 
bicycle all his life and never know 
exactly what he does to turn a bike in a 
desired direction, 

Professor Hugh H. Hurt, Jr. of the 
University of Southern California 
rediscovered the Wright Principle 
recently while making movies of 
motorcycles for a study of collision 
avoidance and handling. 

Viewing movies taken from head-on 
of riders making simulated avoidance 
maneuvers at 40 MPH, it is immediately 
obvious when a rider is turning, say to 
his right, the front wheel first tracks 
nearly a foot over to his left, causing the 
machine to lean suddenly to the right. 
Then the motorcycle “bends” around 
the turn in the desired direction, to the 
right. The front wheel follows a wider 
arc than the rear wheel, through the 
turn, 

What would happen if the wheel 
could not track out in the opposite 
direction first, to set up the turn? The 
machine and rider would tend to revolve 
around the front wheel axis. In other 
words, instant endo, 

Dr. Hurt surveyed riders around the 
USC campus and concludes that “the 
familiarity with the single track vehicle 
of the average street rider is very low. 

“The single track vehicle has a special 
requirement for ‘out-tracking’ to enter a 
turn and then later ‘in-tracking’ to 
recover from a turn,” continues the 
good Dr. “This is a feature which is 
rarely mentioned in motorcycle training 
or driver education. 

“The out-tracking required to enter a 
turn has serious implications in the 
success of a collision avoidance 
maneuver, Experience shows that lack 
of training and unfamiliarity with this 
phenomenon reduces the ability to 
avoid collisions. Motorcycle rider 
education should include coverage of 
this topic. 

“This topic seems at least as 
important as braking technique, 
conspicuity, protective equipment, etc, 
and is particularly needed by the 
inexperienced rider, who shows 
indecisive reaction to collision 
avoidance, to quickly develop his skill.” 

Right on, Doc. 

So fix it firmly in your reactions, 
riders — to veer right, PUSH on the 
RIGHT handlebar. To veer LEFT, push 
on the LEFT bar.

The people didn't dig rt

doomed tonight in the face of heavy 
opposition both from the public and 
other city council members. Ayers 
started the crusade two months ago, 
supposedly to reduce motorcycle deaths 
in Burbank by requiring everyone 
riding a bike im the city to wear a 
helmet. Overlooking the failure of 
Burbank to institute a motorcycle rider 
education and public awareness 
program, Ayers pushed the controversial 
ordinance that some of his neighbors are 
calling a move to advance Ayers’ desire 
for an Assembly seat. 

The three hundred or so riders in the 
packed council hall had waited 
impatiently through two and a half 
hours of testimony on another matter 
before the council, concerning a parking 
lot. The parking lot matter was a study 
in absurdity, and members of the 
audience hooted and laughed to amuse 
themselves as they heard testimony 
reporting a positive correlation between 
parking lots and all the ills of mankind, 
including communism. They were ready 
for Ayers, and the sight of this 
opposition warming up on the parking 
lot foolishness seemed to affect him 
more than the issue that was at hand. 

Introducing the helmet ordinance, 
Ayers said “I feel very strongly that the 
city of Burbank should enact an 
ordinance such that motorcycle 
operators should have not the right, but 
the privilege to operate a motorcycle 
withm the city if they wear a helmet. 
We have a responsibility to protect the 
citizens. California is moving in the right 
direction, and Burbank is just going to 
push it along." Ayers' unintentional pun 
had the listeners breaking up over the 
accidental reflection of what many 
considered a dictatorial move. 

Nothing Ayers could have done 
would have made him look any less a 
fool in the eyes of the audience. In an 
interview before the start of the 
meeting, a one percenter expressed the 
concern of most of the chopper fans 
present. “Trouble is, the thing could 
snowball..you'd have to route yourself 
through the state (to ride without a

helmet)." 

Jerry McDonald of the Valleymen 
MC, a group of middle aged road riders 
felt “this should be the prerogative of 
the biker...it is a person's right to decide 
(whether or not to wear a helmet.”’) 

Farmer Bill of the Sundowners 
disliked the idea of going down the 
freeway through a city and getting 
pulled over for not wearing a helmet 
only required there. His cohort Simi 
John was afraid “If we let them get 
away with it here, pretty soon all sorts 
of people who don’t know anything 
about motorcycles will be passing laws 
about them, When you start seeing 
people walking down the sidewalks 
wearing helmets and driving cars 
wearing helmets then I guess we should 
give in. There’s no reason wearing 
helmets will benefit any one thing more. 
All the little nowhere towns will try to 
pass it as a form of revenue." Simi John 
did think it was great that ''finally 
everybody's getting together to fight 
something instead of each other." 

When it came right down to the 
public speaking about the proposed 
ordinance before the council, no words 
were minced. “I don’t know whether 
we're trying to do something good or 
trying to make a name for Burbank,” 
one speaker said. Faced with 
thunderous applause for the opposition, 
Ayers tried to explain that he was a 
biker, owning four bikes. A neighbor 
had earlier told me privately that while 
Ayers’ kids rode bikes, he personally 
had not “ridden a tenth of a mile in the 
last four years." 

Don Clausen, Sunland Shamrocks 
MC Legislative Secretary, told the 
council, “I am opposed to mandatory 
helmet laws, and I speak for the 
American Motorcycle Association.” 
Offering AMA help to the city for 
developing a realistic program of rider 
education and public awareness 
promotion, Clausen cited statistics 
showing that 72% of motorcycle/car 
accidents are the fault of the car driver. 
He said that it is the car insurance 
companies that are pushing helmet laws 





so that they will not have to pay out so 
much when their customers run into 
innocent bikers. He also pointed out 
that most motorcycle accidents involved 
novice riders, and advocated a Burbank 
training program for new riders. The 
helmet law, Clausen pointed out, “will 
not be a cure-all.” 

Jim Manning, Vice President of 
Motorcycle Owners, Riders, and 
Enthusiasts provided the most effective 
testimony of the night. “Helmets reduce 
head injuries, but increase neck injuries 
due to increased weight on the head,” 
Manning told the council. Then, a hard 
hitting series of questions from Manning 
concerning enforcement proved that 
Ayers alone on the council was 
convinced of the need for the helmet 
crusade. “Will the freeway be enforced? 
If not, what if a biker has to get off to 
get gas, or eat, or use the bathroom? 
Will you put warning signs on the off 
ramps?,” Manning demanded. 

“I don't even Ls if we're going to 
pass the ordinance," fired back Mayor 
Byron E. Cook. “I’m not even going to 
vote for the’ ordinance. I ride a 
motorcycle myself and I figure I have a 
constitutional right to mot wear a 
helmet if I choose,” the Mayor 
continued. The assembled multitudes of 
bikers really dug it. “You ought to be 
President!,”’ yelled one rider above the 
applause and laughter. 

After the ruckus died down, Manning 
responded to Ayers’ contention that 
there *must be a reason 45 states have 
enacted mandatory helmet laws.” 

“Forty-five states enacted mandatory 
helmet laws due to a Department of 
Transportation threat of withholding 
highway funds if they didn’t. California 
has more money in the highway fund 
than it gets back from the D.O.T., so it 
didn't work here.” 

Vice Mayor Vincent Stefano, Jr. was 
the next to desert Ayers' private 
political ambition crusade. “The 
opposition here, if ‘I understand 
correctly, is basically in three groups. 
The first group feels that everyone 
should have freedom of choice. The 
second thinks that the answer lies in 
other safety programs. The third thinks 
that helmets generate overconfidence, 
and cause more accidents.” Applause 
greeted each of Stefano’s group 
identifications. “If that covers it all, 
we've heard it all," Stefano offered. 

Manning, still before the council, 
pointed out that a mandatory helmet 
law has been defeated four times on the 
state level after a tremendous amount of 
research by state agencies, more 
research than the City of Burbank could 
ever put together. He challenged 
Burbank to take up the educational 
options on motorcycle training provided 
recently by the state. 

Bob Vineyard from  Scramblers 
Motorcycles told the Council, “Over 
60% of our customers live outside the 
city. I don’t think those motorcyclists 
will put on a helmet to come to our 
shop. If you enact this ordinance you'll 
cut our business by over half." 

“I’ve been around bikes for awhile,” 
one gray streaked biker wearing colors 
told the council, “and I’ve tried a 
helmet. I ended up sliding under a fire 
truck...couldn’t hear it. I threw the 
helmet away and haven’t had any trouble 
since." 

At this, Councilman Jarvey Gilbert 
moved to table the ordinance for three 
weeks to allow the Council to do some 
homework and look into the statistics 
presented. This enraged the bikers 
who had come to speak and were 
promised a chance to speak, and their 
disapproval was shouted at the Council. 
The Council had not moved to block 
the seemingly never-ending worthless 
discussion of the parking lot question 
earlier in the long evening, when people 
were actually trying -to correlate 
communism and parking lots. But now, 
after a mere hour or so, the sight of 
mass resistance to a councilman's effort 
to reach the heights of fame and glory 
seemed to tire the council, even those 
opposed to the ordinance. It was all 
ayes on the council as Mayor Cook 
asked for a vote on the by now 
seconded motion, but when he asked, as 
a matter of routine, for the nays, the 
entire hall erupted in an explosive 
chorus of “NOOOOOO!” The room 
shook, but the council decision did not, 
and a ten minute recess was called. The 
hoards filed out, and the spectacle was 
over. e

Yvon Takes Charlotte

CHARLOTTE, N.C., SEPT. 16 


The Charlotte National road race 
was a fitting end to the National 
season on the east coast: Yvon 
DuHamel won his first race of the 


season; everything went smoothly for a 
change and Ken Roberts smiled after his 
second place finish clinched the Grand 
National Championship in the manner 
in which he felt it should be clinched 
(Atlanta's non-race left a dusty taste in 
everyone's mouth). 

DuHamel swept Charlotte like he 
owned it but, and this is a big but, Yvon 
said he was scared! 

Scared? Yes, Scared. Why? Because 
of ill handling in the early laps of the 
race; because of a minor oil leak that 
coated his rear tire in the later stages of 
the race and made it very hard for him 
to ride in his normal style; because of 
the crashes on both Saturday and 
Sunday that left gas, oil, and debris on 
the track in a corner that showed no 
forgiveness to either good or bad riders. 

Because he was so scared, he 
averaged 103.004 miles per hour. Now, 
figure that out, 

Ken Roberts and Hurley Wilvert 
made up the trio that finally made it to 
the winners' circle; both because of 
superb rides through traffic. Ron Grant 
put the only Suzuki running at the end 
into fourth ahead of a determined Gary 
Scott who put in the best ride of the 
race. 

It was Yvon all the way in the first 
Expert heat as he cut and split, leaving 
the racing to the rest of the field with 
Paul Smart and Ron Grant finally 
moving up to take top spots ahead of 
Ken Roberts and Cal Rayborn. In the 
second heat Yamaha Motor Canada 
rider Steve Baker put on a show that left 
Hurley Wilvert and Cliff Carr dueling for 
runnerup spot. Baker, who turned 21 
just a week after his Talladega placing, 
was out to grab a little more loot at 
Charlotte and was not going to let some 
green Kawasakis stand in his way. 

For the first time in quite a few races 
the front row of the grid gave everyone 
a chance: DuHamel and Hurley Wilvert 
represented Kawasaki, Paul Smart, and 
Ron Grant upheld Suzuki's honor and 
the lone Yamaha was the Canadian 
works bike of Steve Baker. Gary Nixon 
and Art Baumann occupied the back 
row, the victims of blown engines earlier 
in the day — twenty-five places and 
many question marks behind the front 
row. 

As the field sped onto the banking 
Yvon took the point followed up high 
by Hurley Wilvert, Don Castro (after a 
brilliant start), Steve Baker, Ron Grant, 
and Cliff Carr, while slicing through the 
pack was Gary Nixon — 15 places on 
the first lap. DuHamel sorted out the 
track quickly, finding his main 
competition from teammate Cliff Carr 
who had moved ahead of Wilvert by lap 
three; Art Baumann had already parked

his bike. 

Carr stayed within striking distance 
as the.duo opened a short distance over 
the rest of the field by lap five with 
Wilvert, Castro, Grant and Roberts all 
circulating as one bike in a long eight 
wheeled train. Steve Baker, Gary Scott, 
and Paul Smart were holding the-next 
positions with Gary Fisher in tenth and 
Nixon already up to eleventh. 

Paul Smart's bid ended just a lap 
later with a blown rear tire, his third of 
the weekend; Roberts slipped by Grant 
and then Castro to move into fourth by 
the tenth lap. Cal Rayborn's Harley 
sounded and looked good for nine laps 
but got very sick on the tenth with a 
sputter/misfire, dropping Rayborn way 
back until retiring three laps later. 
Conrad Urbanowski seized on lap eleven 
while running in the middle of the pack; 
Nixon called it off quite shortly after 
with an undisclosed engine illness. 

Roberts and ‘Wilvert passed the 
starting line on lap twelve and went up 
onto the banking side by side with 
Roberts outbraking the Kawasaki into 
the infield and taking over third place. 
By this time DuHamel had a lead of 
twelve seconds over Carr who had about 
an equal spread over Roberts. 

DuHamel continued to open his gap 
over Carr as Cliff began to slow with 
transmission problems (first and second 
jumped out of gear occasionally) by the 
middle of the 43 lap race as Roberts 
closed and then took over second on the 


26th lap. Steve Baker went out with 
electrical problems; Gene Romero lost 
his gear shift lever. 

The main focus of attention was the 
Castro, Wilvert, Grant battle shaping up 
for fourth with Gary Scott not far 
behind. Scott, who started from the 
second row, was holding his own on the 
straights and actually working the hell 
out of the infield portions of the track, 
staying close and playing a waiting 
game. DuHamel continued to hold his 
large lead by 18 or so seconds over 
Roberts, with each appearing content 
not to try any harder than necessary to 
open or close the gap. 

The majority of action took place in 
the closing ten laps as Grant dispatched 
Castro for fifth; Wilvert moved in on 
and passed a frustrated Carr for third 
and Gary Scott slowly began to set up 
Castro for a last lap bid. 

An increasingly disheartened Cliff 
Carr slipped to seventh with five laps to 
go as Scott closed on Castro with the 
front three — DuHamel, Roberts and 
Wilvert — easing out the last laps and 
Ron Grant determined not to give up 
fourth. 

Scott made his move on Castro with 
two laps left by cutting ahead of the 
Yamaha rider as the two exited the 
infield, giving Scott the edge he needed 
to hold position for the last laps. Gary 
Fisher and Steve McLaughlin finished 
their on again/off again duel in eighth 
and ninth with McLaughlin joining Gary 
Scott as the only rider to score points in 
all eight National road races. 

DuHamel, Roberts, and  Wilvert 
flashed their victory smiles, a pseudo 
$10,000 check was handed to Yvon and 
someone with an impulse to get just one 
lap in on his street machine was seen 
zooming onto the banking with the 
North Carolina State Police shaking 
their heads in dismay as they took off in 
pursuit. e.

Chancey Inherits Junior

Canadian Peter Chancey inherited 
the Junior race win after Pat 
Hennen and John Long unloaded 
within two laps of one another. 
Chancey, who had held down a distant 
third from the eleventh lap of the 
twenty-nine lap, 50 mile race, took the 
lead for good following Long’s 
twenty-fourth lap getoff. 

Mike Clarke led the small field of 21 
riders across the start/finish line at the 
end of the first lap, followed by Denny 
Varnes and Larry Bleil. Pre-race favorite 
John Long and Pat Hennen, after slow 
starts, occupied the fifth and sixth 
positions. Long took the lead on the 
second lap and Hennen displaced Varnes 
from second on the following lap. 
Varnes, Chancey, and Bleil became 
involved in a three man battle over third 
that continued up to the thirteenth lap. 
On that lap Bleil’s Dirty Distributing 
Yamaha threw its chain and Chancey 
and Varnes continued what was now a 
two man dice for the third and last spot 
in victory lane. 

Long lost the lead to Hennen on the 
seventh lap when he took a short 
excursion into the grassy area at the 
horseshoe turn on the back portion of 
the course. He was underway without 
losing second place but his error had 
given Hennen and his Ron Grant 
sponsored Suzuki a six second lead. 
Long was closing the gap piece by piece, 
but another off-course excursion in the 
same location several laps later gave 
Hennen what appeared to be an 
uncatchable lead. 

Behind the frontrunners individual 
battles were going on for some of the 
higher paying positions, Dennis Purdie, 
Bob Endicott, Tim Rockwood, and 
Scott Brelsford swapped positions 
throughout the final stages of the race. 

Hennen, with victory seemingly in the 
bag, entered the back section of the 
course behind four backmarkers and 
while exiting the infield portion 
dropped a wheel off the asphalt and

unloaded heavily. Long took the lead 
and, as in the case Hennen, seemed set 
to win yet another Junior road race. His 
downfall came two laps later in the 
same position as Hennen’s when he 
altered his line exiting the infield 
section to avoid the gasoline spill from 
Hennen’s fall. Long’s rear tire suddenly 
slipped out and around, highsiding the 
Florida road race ace. 

Chancey, who hadn’t been in sight of 


the leaders, took over the lead for the 
final four laps and the Junior win 
belonged to the Quebec, Canada, rider. 
Pennsylvanian Denny Varnes took a 
comfortable second, aboard a 
Kauffman’s sponsored Yamaha, and 
Michigan’s Dennis Purdie held off a hard 
charging Scott Brelsford on the last two 
laps to put his Metro Cycle sponsored 
Yamaha into victory lane. Boston 
Cycles sponsored Tim Rockwood edged 


out the Action Fours Honda of Bob

It was the new National champ, 
Kenny Roberts who took the lead 
from Gary Fisher on the 11th lap 
and then held off the hard 


charging Yvon DuHamel to win the 29 
lap 250cc Expert/Novice Combined race 
today. 

Roberts, who had clinched the Grand 
National Championship the previous 
week at Atlanta, rode his Yamaha 
factory team bike to win in the second 
qualifying heat after Florida's John 
Long had taken the first heat by inches 
over Gary Fisher. Canada's Jim Allen 
took second to Roberts in heat 2 and 
Steve Baker followed Long across the 
line in their heat. 

Gary Fisher (Yam) led the slim field 
of 21 riders off the line at the start of 
the 50 mile Combined Main, followed 
closely by Castro and Roberts. Fisher 
pulled out a hefty lead while his 
Yamaha teammates Castro and Roberts 
diced for second. Jim Evans and Jim 
Allen tangled on the second lap while 
exiting the infield on to the banked 
back straight and were eliminated from 
the race. 


‘On the third lap, a gleam of hope 
came to the Kawasaki camp. Yvon 
DuHamel, who had completed the 
second lap in ninth place, moved up to 
fifth, ducked by Castro on the sixth lap 
and then, after a two lap dice moved 
around Steve Baker into third on the 





ninth lap. 

Roberts had closed on Fisher on the 
eighth lap and the pair ran side by side 
with Roberts taking the lead on the 
11th lap and pulling the lead out on the 
14th. DuHamel then began to pressure 
Fisher next tour. 

DuHamel broke clear of Fisher on 
the 20th lap and took off after Roberts 
while Fisher began to receive pressure 
from Steve Baker. 

Behind the front four, John Long 
was comfortably seated in fifth position 
while Mike Clarke, Castro, and Gary 
Nixon were shuffling positions. Clarke’s 
race came to an end. when he unloaded 
in the same spot as the previous 
Evans/Allen get-off kindly providing 
traction for Nixon who had no choice 
but to ride over Clarke’s legs. Clarke was 
able to get up and motivate over the 
banking under his own power. Nixon, 
who was riding with a bruised and 
swollen right hand, as a result of a 
previous get-off, took over sixth for 
good. 

With three laps to go, DuHamel 
closed up on Roberts, and the slim 
crowd on hand got to see the Canadian 
road race veteran and the all around 
youngster wend their way through the 
back markers in one helluva charge for 
the checkered flag. Roberts didn't make 
a mistake.and the win was his. DuHamel 
had once again put a scare into the 
Yamaha camp with one of his incredible 
"go for broke" rides aboard the single 
cylinder Kawasaki, Fisher joined the 
pair in victory lane after holding off a 
determined Steve Baker for the last nine 
laps. *

Jay Levingston scored his fifth 
Novice Road Race victory of the 
season aboard Dirty Distributing 
Noguchi Yamaha with a clear cut 
win over Bill Peters and Ron Mass in the 
Charlotte 50 Mile Event. 

Levingston topped John Long’s win 
record of four National events with one 
event remaining. The win — combined 
with a second at Talladega, a fifth at 
Pocono, and a 7th at Dallas — makes 
Jay the top Novice road racer in the 
nation — a tribute to his machinery 
which has not failed throughout the 
season. 

Rich Clutts lead four laps of the first 
five lap Novice heat but was 
outpowered to the line by Levingston 
while Pee Wee Gleason, the initial 
leader, sat on the edge of the track after 
blowing his engine. Heat 2 fell to Bill 
Peters after he worked his way up from 
the sixth row start to displace Wes 
Cooley and Ed Eaton for the top spot. 

The 40 odd man final was the first 
event of the day, the largest entry and, 
by the time it ended the most 
crash-prone. The turns in the back 
infield portion of the track looked like 
disaster areas as about a dozen riders 
went down because of their haste, 
excitement, bad judgement, or the 
unfortunate circumstance of being in 
wrong place at the wrong time. 

Initial leader Rich Clutts was one of 
the first riders down, dropping it on the 
second lap and losing about thirty 
places before getting back into the hunt. 
Bill Peters didn't need any other help as 
he sped into the lead followed by 
Levingston, Ron Mass, Wes Cooley, 
Rich Chambers and Kurt Lent. 

By lap seven Cooley was out with a 
seized engine; the infield was taking it's 
toll and Peters and Levingston were 
running the toss and slice through 
traffic as the field strung out. The only 
identifiable leaders were the leading duo 


and the Yamaha of Decatur sponsored 
bike of Ron Mass. Mass, who hasn't 
placed in the top ten all year, was 
making up for it all in one ride, a bit 
down on power perhaps but as adept at 
heavy traffic as the leaders. 

Lap 13 was the decider as Levingston 
paced Peters going into the infield and 
immediately began to open the solid 
lead. The reason for Peter's difficulty 
was a missing fifth gear, leaving Bill with 
a large space to fill between fourth and 
sixth, something that really puts a hitch 
on the top and acceleration. Still Peters 
stuck to Levingston as best he could, 
both admitting later that the accidents 
of the other riders were the greatest 
cause for concern. 

Ed Hansen and Rich Chambers had a

race long duel with Hansen finally 
edging into fourth near the end of the 
race ahead of Gleason and a charging 
Rich Clutts.

At the start of the first moto Rice, 
mounted on his spiffy Monarch, and 
Gary Huber (Pen) went into the first 
turn wheel to wheel. After the first lap 
Huber led Rice and Fred Hoblit (Pen). 
The order stayed the same until the 
third lap when Ken Ehlers (Hus) traded 
places with Hoblit. In the fourth lap a 
couple of 250 Seniors crashed in front 
of Huber and Rice causing them to 
bunch up. Rice put some moves on 
Huber and went by him just like they 
were downtown. Meanwhile Ehlers was 
closing the gap between second and 
third. Rice continued to widen his lead 
by riding very strong and not making 
many mistakes. At the end of the moto 
Rice led comfortably, Huber was second 
and Ehlers third. 

Rice got a good start at the beginning 
of the second moto and led Huber and 
Ehlers until the third lap when Huber 
passed Rice. For the rest of the moto 
the trio were pushing it into each turn. 
Ehlers passed Rice in lap six but Rice 
moved back into second on the next lap 
and stayed there till the finish. 

In the third moto Rice moved out in 
front again and led for six laps with 
Ehlers second and Huber third.

The sun did come out and as it got 
very warm spectators began to shed 
articles of clothing. There was even a 
woman who wandered in from one of 
the local nudest camps enjoying the 
races from one of the hilltops. It's a 
good thing that most of the riders wear 
visors on their helmets. Gee, mom, I 
thought motocross was a family sport. 





AME Indian Dunes

Tonight's AME-sanctioned 





motocross on the high-speed 
International track at Indian 
Dunes Park near Saugus did serve 
to make one thing perfectly clear: The 
Point standings in the run for the park's 
125 Expert championship are now in 
one helluva horrific muddle! 

Never in the complex's history has 
the issue been so much in doubt. With 
Eddie Cole still clinging to a narrow lead 
in the scramble for title points, no less 
than eight other riders are closing the 
gap at a skyrocketlike pace: Jim Hale, 
Danny LaPorte, Mike McAtee, Joe 
Root, Tom Brooks, Rick Henricksen, 
Pug Ferreira and Jeff Wright are now all 
on the move. 

Entering the third and final moto for 
the small-bore group tonight, Joe Root 
held a slight advantage in score over 
Hale, Cole and Wright. The overall 
victory could have gone to any of the 
four. It was a battle that would involve 
three Pentons and a DKW... 

Hale slid into the race lead around 
the first turn, followed closely by the 
other three. What a smoker they had 
going! 

At the wire, it was Hale in for the 
overall win. Runners-up included Root, 
Cole}. Wright (who is now making a 
comeback, following an injury), Ferreira 
and Ted Nowak. 

Still another close contest was the 
order of the evening during the 
three-moto donnybrook for Experts on 
250cc machinery, a division that 
brought 20 of the West Coast’s better 


mid-bore riders to the starting gate. 


Tracy Oswell, who has been 


: campaigning a rapid Tom Sawyer-tuned 
- Honda, entered the final round tied in 


score with Bill Payne (Mai) for the big 
class win. 

Oswell, by virtue of reaching the 
checkered first in the final moto, 
became the overall victor.

Among those finishing behind the 
winner were Mike Todd (Mai), wh won 
the last moto for the division, Rick 
Mercier (Mai), Tom Simpson (Mai) and 
John Holmes (Bul).

When the moon is full and the 
track is weird the spooks come 
out to play havoc with the riders. 
At least that is what I would like 


to blame all the crashes on this past 
Tuesday night at Ventura. 


In fact, every one was looking for 
someone to point the finger at. There 
were no injuries for the night, but a new 
record was set for destroying bikes. 
More than half of the 24 events were 
either restarted or had someone get off. 
Even when thing went smoothly there 
were problems. 


In the division two main, Fred 
Timberlake was put out by the ref. 
When he came to the starting line his 
bike stalled and he put up his hand and 
pushed back out of the starting box 
trying to get a two minute hold. The ref 
said no, that once you enter the starting 
area you do not get the two minutes. He 
is right, the rule is in there somewhere. 
But as the crowd booed the decision 
that the ref made, he did the cardinal 
sin and changed his mind, letting Fred 
ride. And ride he did, winning the event 
with little or no trouble at all. At least 
he thought so. 

The ref went to the announcer and 
said that Fred would be scored im last 
place, and the rider who came in second 
would be given the win. Fred said no, 
the crowd said no, the promoter said no 
and he paid them both the same amount 
for first. He felt that any time a man 
rides he is in the race legally, and if if he 
wins he should get paid and scored for 
the win. And Mr. Timberlake did get his 
name in the record books. 

One big problem that was the same 
for everyone was the shape of the track. 
Not only did it fall apart in the first 
race, but it got looser and rougher as the 
night went on. The shape of the track 
was tearshaped. It came to a point on 
one end and there was really no way to 
set up a slide for the turn. The fast guys 
were coming to a stop in their slide, 
which sent them up for a crash with the 
slower riders who ride the pole class C 
style, that is turning to the left to get 
around the turn rather than sliding 


around with the front wheel turned to 
the right. 

In the Scratch Main again was the 
brother duo, Mike and Steve Bast going 
at it for the four laps of pure speed and 
perfect control, bemg chased by Mike 
Curoso and Bill Cody. Last week in this 
same event Steve came out on top, but 
this time it was Mike, and that make 29 
times Mike has won the Scratch Main 
event this season dividing up his wins at 
all four tracks. 

Handicap winner Mark. Cherf is 
making it a regular habit. He has won 
the last two in a row at Irwindale and 
now a repeat win at Ventura giving him 
five total Handicap Main wins. 


OCIR, Sept. 12

The rumors that OCIR speedway was 
being cancelled turned out to be false, 
and the promoters managed to put on a 
very decent show despite the problems 
that they had been having with the CMC 
during the week. 

According to Gary Densford, the 
CMC pulled its sanction of the 
speedway event when they learned that 
Densford planned to run a Friday night 
motocross, also at OCIR. The motocross 
was to be on a course that the CMC had 
originally constructed for their 
Thursday night MX series. To make an 
involved story a little less confusing, Stu 
Peters of the CMC pulled out óf OCIR 
completely, leaving the speedway track 
with no sanction, and, more 
importantly, no insurance. CMC 
publicity director John Bethea called 
Cycle News and told them to print the 
word “cancelled” on all speedway 
listings for OCIR. 

As it happened, the OCIR forces 
went out and got their own insurance. 
Instead of having to wait for CMC 
sanction, they went ahead and did it 
themselves, under the name OCIR 
Speedway and Motocross, Inc. 





Yes, speedway still exists in force at 
Orange County International Raceway, 
and the group of riders that have been 
competing there regularly are giving the 
fans their money’s worth. Barrie Idom 
pulled off the Handicap Main win, and 
Bill Manley did the trick in the Scratch 
Main. In earlier racing, John Flanders 
and Mark Walker went down together 
after their bikes tangled in turn one. 
Both riders had the wind knocked out 
of them, and Flanders stopped 
breathing twice. Walker was released by 
ambulance attendants at the track, but 
Flanders was taken to the hospital for 
closer examination. 


Irwindale, Sept. 13 

Thursday night and the moon is still 
full so I have something to blame all the 
sloppy riding on. If you think that is a 
rotten thing to say, just take a look at 
the record for the night. Andy Cadotti 
got off with a possible broken shoulder, . 
Warren Goodwine crashed at the 
starting line with a possible broken foot, 
Dan Becker slid out in turn one taking 
Rick Woods with him, Steve Gresham 
got off in a wheelstand as his bike went 
hurtling through the air nearly going over 
the wall. Becker also helped Jim 
Gresham down. Mike Konle helped Bill 
Cody down and then went two laps to 
get off himself. Jeff Sexton, trying to 
avoid Mark Cherf, helped Sonny Nutter 
to the ground. All in all, a painful night 
for the riders and a thrilling one for the 
fans. 

Dan Becker came back strong 
winning the Scratch Main for the third 
week in a row with Woods pushing him 
all the way. 

Making the long trip from San Diego 
to the winners’ circle was John 
Fishburn. He put together one of his 
best nights running away with the 
Handicap Main. 

If you are wondering why there has 
been no mention of the Bast boys it is 
simply because they chose not to ride 
there that night because of a dispute 
with the way the starter works and the 
way the rules are put out by the referee. 
They were at a board meeting to try and 
work out their grievances and at the end 
of the night it appeared that all was fine 
but they apparently gave’ it some more 
thought and were still not fully satisfied 
with the outcome. So as in any labor 
dispute, they were showing their 
disapproval by boycotting the track for 
the night. 


Costa Mesa, Sept. 14 

Even though the moon was hidden 
by a heavy cloud cover, there were 
strange things going on at Speedway 
City Friday night at Costa Mesa. Rick 
Woods went wide into the wall in turn 
one, pushing the wall loose and crashing 
into the next section of wall that had 
not moved and brought him to a very 
sudden stop. That was not the only 
trouble Rick got into that night. In the 
Scratch Main event he was thrown out 
of the restart by the referee as the 
primary cause of the restart of that race 
as laid out in the rule book. What 
happened was simple, but leaves a lot of 
room for interpretation. Dubb Ferrell 
had the lead going into the first turn. 
Sliding it well sideways, Woods dove 
under him, spinning out catching 
Dubb’s rear wheel causing them both 
to get off. The ref first went to Dubb 
saying that he was at fault for coming to 
a stall in the turn. Dubb said he could 
have easily ridden it out if Woods had 
not hit him. The ref then went to 
Woods and told him he would not be in 
the restart. 

Woods did not get a chance to say 
anything before his tuner was yelling at 
the ref that if Dubb had not come to a 
stop in the turn, Rick would not have 
hit him and would have slid by with no 
trouble at all. Now the question: If no 
one had been there. would Woods have 
gone down anyway because he overslid? 
This is the way the ref saw it and 
everyone else on the inside of the turn, 
but nine thousand people in the stands 
would sure tell you you’re blind. 

Very seldom does anyone win both 
the Handicap and the Scratch Main in 
one night, but Mike Bast did it again for 
the fourth time this season. The only 
other riders to win both are Steve Bast 
3), Rick Woods (1) and Ed Williams 

1). With only 15 events to go this 
season, it will be nearly impossible for 
anyone to take over the point lead from 
the Bast brothers or to break their lead 
in double wins. e.

Then the SRA put their dictator foot 
squarely in the back of the little guy 
trying to make a few bucks at the 
so-called “black track”. Remember, 
those guys are the future of the sport. It 
is common knowledge that the SRA is 
being sued for the unforgiveable act of 
piracy, denying a man the right to make 
a living. 

It may be time for the members of 


the racing association to get together 
and vote themselves in a board for the 
SRA that has their interests at heart. I 
speak mainly of the OCIR track, a fine 
track that has been refused a sanction 
by the powers that be. It is a shame to 
see a fine track like OCIR going to 
waste because one man has so much 
power. 


Somebody at the Costa Mesa track 
has a key to the place and I hear that 
person stole the tape deck out of the 
sound system last week.

When the riders let their friends in 
the back pit gate, they don't understand 
that the joke is on them, not the 
promoter. The first “guest” that gets 
injured in the pits will not be covered 
by insurance. And if the injured party 
sues the promoter, his insurance rates go 
up. And who pays for that? Well, 
indirectly, the rider. The money that 


goes for the insurance could be going 


for a bigger purse. 


Would you believe that I found out 
no one bothered to check the winning 
bike at the California State 
Championship? They are only allowed a 
limit of 550cc at the most, but no one 
will ever know now. 


There are a number of second 
division riders who deserve a chance at 
first division, Is the promoter scared of 
putting some youngsters on the line 
with his old standbys? So many of the 
old favorites don’t even make it into the 
mains anymore, and a lot of guys in first 
division could use a refresher in second. 
How about giving the young guys a 
break for a change? 


It was my misfortune to be near the 
back gates recently when Jim Gresham 
was told that he and his new mechanic 
were not attired in proper dress for the 
pits. The language he used was suitable 
for the inside of a garbage can. Some 
people feel rules are for everybody else 
to follow, not them, and there is a rule 
saying that the rider is responsible for 
his pit man, That was one of those times 
I would have loved to have seen a fine 
laid out. e.

Who in hell is Jerzy Szczakiel? 


Only Speedway Champion of the 
whole world 1s all.

familiar with the name of Jerzy 
Szczakiel. Yet this 24-year-old is 


the 1973 World Champion after a 
sensational upset in the giant Slaski 
Stadium in Poland this month. 

Szczakiel wasn't even seriously 
considered in his own country. Zenon 
Plech and Edward Jancarz were the two 
Polish riders who seemed to have the 
best chance of taking the title away 
from Ivan Mauger. But Szczakiel won 
his first three races and then finished 
second in each of his last two. Thirteen 
points was enough to put him in a 
run-off against Mauger but few gave him 
much chance against Ivan. 

Even when Jerzy gated ahead of Ivan 
the odds were still on my New Zealand 
countryman. But he made a rash 
mistake on the second lap, fell, and 
presented the championship to 
Szczakiel. 

Despite his success, it is impossible to 
think of Szczakiel as the best rider in 
the world. Mauger should have won the 
title, especially after riding very well on 
the difficult Polish track. A crowd of 
over 100,000 saw him win his first race 
in splendid fashion, defeating Plech, 
1971 Champion Ole Olsen and British 
champion Ray Wilson. 

Szczakiel got a real flyer when he 
met Ivan in heat eight. Mauger was 
almost left at the tapes and he could 
only manage to get past Valeri Gordeev 
of Russia. Szczakiel was ahead and his 
fellow countryman Pawel Waloszek was 
second and they ‘made sure Ivan 
couldn’t improve on his third place. 

The standard of starting throughout 
was very poor. The referee was the same 
West German, Mr. Georg Transpurger, 
who was in control of the 1972 World 
Final at Wembley. He ruined the 
meeting there and it was ridiculous that 
the FIM should again appoint him for 
such a vital meeting. He was just as bad 
in Poland and it is very bad for the 
riders, for whom the World Final is 
vital, that their chances are often ruined 
by the referee’s incompetence. 

Ivan won his last two races and with 
two heats remaining both he and 
Szczakiel were level on thirteen points. 
Plech, the young wonder boy of Polish 
speedway, had ten after four rides, as 
did Gregori Clinovski of the Soviet 
Union. 





These two clashed in heat 19 and 
Plech was ahead on the last lap after 
forcing his way to the front. Then 
Chlinovski came underneath him in a 
frantic attempt to get ahead and sent 
young Zenon flying from his bike. 

The race wasn’t stopped, although 
Chlinovski was excluded. He protested 
and the Poles demanded a rerun to give 
Plech a chance of getting the three 
points he required for a place in the 
run-off with Mauger and Szczakiel. 

The British and the Swedish 
authorities argued that the referee 
couldn’t order a rerun because he hadn’t 
stopped the race. They were right but it 
seems wrong to me that Plech should 
have lost his chance of the title through 
no fault of his own. 

So, Ivan had only to beat Szczakiel 
to collect his fifth World title. Then 
came that crazy crash and Poland found 
themselves with their first World 
Champion. 

Szczakiel’s first test as World 
Champion will be at Wembley later this 
month when he rides for Poland in the 
World Team Cup Final against Britain, 
Sweden and Russia. He will find 
Wembley very different from the Slaski 
track but a true champion has to prove 
his worth wherever he rides. 

Ivan is due to lead Britain in the 
World Team Cup but the injuries he 
sustained in Poland could keep him out 
of the meeting. 

Britain will have a tough task, 
especially against the Swedes. I would 
have like to have ridden, especially 
against the new World Champion. He 
came to England for the recent World 
League series but crashed in his first ride 
at Oxford and took no further part in 
that meeting. Then came news that his 
mother was seriously ill back home in 
Poland and he returned to be with her. 

Scott Autrey continues to make 
impressive progress with Exeter in the 
British League. The West Country track 
is delighted with Scott’s form this year 
and he has a big following in England. 
Scott will probably return to the States 
early in October in order to qualify for 
the American championships, although 
there is a temptation for him to remain 
in England until the end of the month. 





Speaking of 
Speedway

This is my first article on 
speedway, and I hope to be 
writing for you every week. The 
1973 speedway season is past the 
midway mark now and everyone is 
getting anxious for the National 
Speedway Championship, including 
myself. As it-now stands, no one knows 
who will be in the U.S. finals just yet. 
This year the Speedway Racing 
Association is having championship 
qualifying rounds at every SRA track in 
Southern California. The tracks are; 
Ventura, Bakersfield, Irwindale and 
Costa Mesa. 

Qualifying rounds are the fairest way 
to decide who wil be in the 
championship. The top riders in the 
point standings will run at certain 
tracks, for instance the even numbered 
riders will compete at Bakersfield and 
Costa Mesa. From these two meetings 
are taken the top eight riders, who will 
then meet the top eight odd numbered 
riders. These top sixteen riders will 
comprise the championship. In the past 
they have just taken the top sixteen 
riders out of the point final, but the 
new system gives everyone a chance to 
be in the U.S. Championship. 

The championship will be held 
October 26 at Costa Mesa and will 
decide the. Speedway Champion for 
1974. Do or die, everyone has different 
feelings about the championship being 
run in one night. One thing is certain, 
you had better be on and have luck 
running with you that night, because 
one little mistake on your part could 
mean the difference between first and 
third. 

Actually the fairest way to determine 
a champion is by point standings, as the 
AMA does, but in speedway it has 
always been this way and probably 
always will be. Normally in one season 
there are two championships; the 
California Championship, which my 
brother- Steve has won the past four 
years in a row, and the National 
Championship, which Steve has won 
once, myself once and Rick Woods 
twice. 

Last season they added one more 
championship to the list, namely the 
Pacific Coast Championship, which I 
had the good luck to win. Still, the U.S. 
Championship is the one goal in every 
speedway rider’s mind. Gating is always 
important; you must be good at the 
starting gate because the start in 
speedway is the difference between first 
and last. I personally like to kick the 
dirt where I am going to start to see 
where the dirt is the softest. The softer 
the dirt the better starting bite you will 
get. - 

Speedway racing should be at its best 
this next month, because the riders will 
be starting their title drive. ®

It takes more than horsepower

ONTARIO, CAL., SEPT. 16 


Reg Pridmore (BMW) ran away 
and outrode everybody today in 
the 500/Open Production race 
held in the clean, sweet air of 
inland Califomia. Cook Neilson (Duc) 
duckwalked away first from the start, 
only to be passed by Ed Unini’s Honda 
750, which was easily the strongest bike 
in the race. Unini headed for the 
horizon, and Neilson, inspired by a live 
duck presented to him before the race 
by a group of aspiring writers, cooked 
along in second until Reg Pridmore 
zapped him in turn 19 of the first lap. 
Pridmore's riding ability negated Unini's 
horsepower advantage, and he quickly 
caught up to Unini. Their duel ended on 
turn 19 of lap two, with Pridmore in 
front for good. 

An anticipated duel between third 
place running Neilson and fifth place 
Art Friedman (Kaw) never materialized, 
but a fantastic dice between Friedman 
and Fred Walti (Hon) kept their names 
echoing across the vastness that is 
Ontario Motor Speedway, behind Mike 
Parriot. Walti was leading the 500 class 
on his Honda four, and gave Friedman's 
750 Kaw a real run for fifth overall. In 
the sweepers going into the back 
straight, Walti passed Friedman’s blue 


Kaw, but when they got onto the: 


straight, Friedman just gassed it past 
Walti, pointing his finger at his larger 
engine. Turn 19 was the same story time 
after time; Walti would pass the Kaw 
going into the turn, and Friedman 
would regain fifth overall pulling out of 
the tum, waving at Walti. Walti tried 
everything to pass in the best battle of 
the day, once even running off the 
track onto the grass trying to take fifth. 
In the end he had to settle for sixth, but 





he made a brilliant ten lap show just the 
same. 

Wally Karpynec (Suz) led the 0-250 
Production race all the way, fighting off 
challenges by Richard Barron (Yam), 
who finished second ahead of Harry 
Klinzman. The first three never changed 
during the race, in spite of Barron's 
running off the track on turn 19 once 
during his quest for first. 

It looked like John Truing (Kaw) had 
the 50-200 GP race sewn up on his Anza 
Cycle 175 until Pedro Gallinucci started 
closing up the gap aboard his 125 
Yamaha. On lap six of the eight lap 
race, Gallinucci passed Truing and never 
relinquished the lead. 

Rod Murufas (Yam) and Bob 
Crossman (Yam) battled for the lead 
during the entire 350 Production race. 
Crossman never got by Murufas, but did 
wrack up a couple of “almosts”. It kept 
the spectators speculating all the way. 

Richard Seifried’s Yamaha 
dominated the entire 250 GP race. John 
Talarica (Yam) and Roger Glickman 
(Yam) diced for second, with Glickman 
holding the number two spot at the flag. 

Reg Pridmore (BMW) and John 
Hateley (Yam) faced off on the line for 
the 350/500/Open GP race. Hateley 
took the early lead on his 350 Yamaha, 
with Pridmore second until his BMW 
lost oil pressure within four laps. 
Hateley’s first was secure with Pridmore 
out, until his own bike broke about two 
laps later. Steady Eddie Mulder (Yam) 
took over and led to the end. Jess 
Thomas, who started 30 seconds behind 
the pack on a 350 Honda, took third. 

Mike Parriott overwhelmed the 
competition during the Superstreet race 
after holding second for two laps. He 
ran a smooth first from lap two to the 
flag six laps later, with no challenges 
and no mistakes. The Blunt Dart (Kaw) 
took second, with his constant dueling 
companion Fred Walti (Hon) taking, in 
the words of the announcer, “a hard 
earned third". °
